5th. We believe nothing but regularly baptized church members 
have a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 
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6th. We believe that it is the duty and privilege es all believers 
to make a public profession of their faith, to submit t the ordinance 
of the gospel, and to give themselves as members of the visible church. 

7th. We believe it to be the duty of every church to expe! from 
her communion every member that is immoral in conduct or that holds 
doctrine contrary to thé scriptures.
